GOP leaders losing hope for Dole

WASHINGTON — Two weeks 
from the election, top Republicans 
around the country are becoming 
increasingly pessimistic about Bob 
Dole’s ability to close the gap with 
President Clinton even as many put 
on a brave public face. 

“We're doing it the hard way,” said 
Steve Merksamer, a Sacramento 
lawyer who. is an informal Dole 
adviser. Despite Dole’s well-publi- 
cized bid for California’s 54 electoral 


. votes, “my guess is if the election 


were held today, he’d lose by maybe 
Six points” in the state. 

Although many GOP leaders are 
still predicting a come-from-behind 
victory, some are voicing doubts — 
privately if not publicly — that the 
Republican challenger can overcome 
Clinton. 

GOP chairman Haley Barbour 
raised the possibility of a Dole loss on 
Tuesday, saying it would not neces- 


sarily spell disaster for continued 
GOP control of Congress. 

“Since Dole. won the nomination, 
I’ve been saying our first goal is to 
elect Bob Dole president. But it’s not 
our only priority,” Barbour told 
reporters. 

“If Clinton is re-elected, heaven for- 
bid, the last thing the American peo- 
ple want is for him to have a blank 
check in the form of a liberal 
Democrat Congress.” 

With Clinton retaining his double- 
digit leads in opinion polls in most 
regions of the country, Republicans 
are expressing growing restlessness. 

“Tt’s not comforting,” said Patrick 
McSweeny, a Virginia GOP activist 
and former state party chairman. 
“There is no energy in Virginia right 
now. And that’s hurt him.” 

Kentucky state GOP chairman Tom 
Jensen said Dole’s continued trailing 
in the polls “doesn’t discourage me, 
but it does discourage people from 
going out and voting, when they keep 


hearing over and over again that he’s 
got no chance.” 

Dole has spent much of this time 
over the past few days campaigning 
in states like Virginia and: New 
Hampshire where Republicans tradi- 
tionally win but where he trails 
Clinton in the polls. : 

In New Hampshire, the site of a 
rally for a Dole appearance on 
Sunday was changed three times in 
hopes of maximizing the turnout. 
Still, Dole drew a sparse crowd at 
Daniel Webster College in Nashua. 

Dole even found himself cam- 
paigning last Friday in his home 
state of Kansas — an event skipped 
by Republican Gov. Bill Graves. 
Aides to Graves cited a scheduling 
conflict. 

Disagreements have emerged in 
recent days among the Dole campaign 
and GOP governors, especially with 
Wisconsin Gov. Tommy Thompson, 
once considered a top vice presiden- 
tial prospect.

hing’ of such futuristic computer 
services. _ 

One of the first tasks in Hill’s new 

_ appointment was to ¢xamine the 
computer systems at an Ivy League 
school. Hill examined the online 

System at the Harvard Business 

School, created from a $15 million 

endowment the college secured. 

Bach student at Harvard has a per- 
sonal network account complete 

with a software package unique to 
the major and interests of the stu- 
dent. Students can log onto their 
personal accounts from any com- 
puter on campus. : 

“It's mo secret that President 
Bateman is interested in using cut- 
ting-edge technology to expand the 
teaching opportunities of the uni- 
versity, said Kelly McDonald, 
executive director of University 
Computing Services. 

“The idea of having e-mail fo 
everyone and students accessing 
library information and professors 
through the Internet has great 
potential,” he said. 

So much potential, in fact, that the 
day may come when students can 
receive at least part of their BYU. 
education through Intemet services 
without ever coming on campus, 

“That will take some long-range 
planning,” McDonald said. “But it 
is an idea we are toying with” 

McDonald also said for any of 
these services to be meaningful, 
students must first have daily 
access tO computer terminals. 

We are interested in every stu 
dent having access to a computer,” 
he said. “But that’s going to take 
some serious commitment on the 
part of students to finance the pur- 
chase of their own equipment.” 

McDonald said the administration 
realizes buying a computer could 

_ present a serious financial hardship 
to many college students. _ a 

We are looking into finding busi- 
nesses that will offer deep discounts 
to students who buy computer 
equipment,” he said. “We also real- 
ize that some amount of sharing of 
computers could facilitate students’ 
needs in roommate situations.” 

Through remote accounts, even 
roommates sharing a computer 
would have private access to e-mail 
and online services. _ 

“In the world today, you almost 
must OWn a computer to be success- 
ful, and it really isn’t any different 
for students,” McDonald said. “We 
are trying to make that success a lit. 
tle easier for students to access 
through state-of-the-art computer 
technology,” 

He added that students can 
already complete several parts of 
the admissions process through the 
Intemet. Conceivably in the future, 
hew students will be given a uni- 
versity network account upon 
admission that could be accessed 
through the Internet anywhere in 
the world.

Utah mink farmers prepare for activist raids 


Ranchers allege that animal-rights activists are waging a war on Utah’s mink 
industry, and they warn that someone could get killed. 

Edgy ranchers are sleeping in pickups with shotguns cradled in their arms. 
Those in bed at night bolt upright at the slightest noise outside. Some are hir- 
ing security guards to patrol their farms. 

Frustrated, tired and angry ranchers desperately want to nab those who are 
breaking into their farms to release minks, destroy breeding records and van- 
dalize property. 

“It’s kind of a dangerous combination. I really hope things settle down before 
things happen that shouldn’t,” said Paul Westwood, a third-generation mink 
rancher whose Utah Valley farm was hit earlier this month. 

Minks are raised primarily to make fur coats. 

A militant underground group known as the Animal Liberation Front claims 
to have released 35,000 minks in North America, including 5,000 in Utah, in 
18 raids since last fall, according to the Coalition to Abolish the Fur Trade. 
Local ranchers, however, say 90 percent of their animals have been recaptured, 


British hiker nearly witnesses own funeral 


OADBY, England — A 25-year-old British man who had been backpacking 
through Thailand returned home Tuesday, nearly in time for his funeral. 

Paul Cunningham’s parents were preparing to bury their son, whom police 
said was found unconscious in northern Malaysia on Oct. 9 and died from a 
heroin overdose. 

Based on the dead man’s passport, authorities notified the British Embassy in 
Kuala Lumpur and the sad news was passed on to Cunningham’s parents. 

Authorities realized Cunningham’s demise had been premature when he 
walked into the British Embassy in Bangkok on Friday to report he’d lost his 
passport last month and needed a new one, The Times of London reported 
Tuesday. 


Former Biloxi mayor charged with murder 


BILOXI, Miss. — Former Biloxi Mayor Pete Halat Jr. and three other people 
were indicted Tuesday on federal charges in the deaths nine years ago of a 
judge and his wife, a former councilwoman. 

The indictment accused Halat of agreeing to the contract murders of the 
Circuit Judge Vincent Sherry — a one-time law partner of Halat’s — and his 
wife, Margaret. The two, both 58, were shot to death in their home in 
September 1987. 

In 1991, four people were found guilty of conspiring to kill Sherry and oper- 
ating a prison scam that bilked hundreds of thousands of dollars from gays who 
answered fake personal ads. 

Tuesday’s indictment, under the federal Racketeer Influenced and Corrupt 
Organizations Act, accuses the defendants of crimes ranging from murder and 
conspiracy to commit murder to money laundering. 

Two of the four were indicted today on the new charges — Kirskey McCord 
Nix Jr., a Louisiana prison inmate who was the alleged mastermind of the 
scam, and Sheri LaRa Sharpe, who once worked in Halat’s law office and 
allegedly assisted in the scam. 

Halat, who was mayor from 1989 to 1993, is an attorney, and Nix was a 
client of his.

Truman’s poker chips, Warren Harding’s silk pajamas (size 48), Richard 
Nixon’s bowling ball, Calvin Coolidge’s electric: exercise horse, and a‘peach 
pit carved with JFK’s likeness.

said. 

Wildfires fanned by the 71 mph 
Santa Ana winds exploded across four 
counties and chased thousands of resi- 
dents from houses, schools and busi- 
nesses on Monday. Many returned 
Tuesday to charred hulks that once 
were homes. 

“I saw the news and they were 
standing in the rubble of our home,”* 
said Lou Stark, who lost his Carlsbad 
home. But his wife wasn’t sure. 

“She said, ‘Maybe it’s not ours.’ I 
said, ‘Yes, it’s ours.’” 

Sixty homes and more than 10 other 
structures burned in the worst blaze, 
which blackened 8,592 acres in the 
65,700-resident seaside suburb of 
Carlsbad in northern San Diego 
County. The fire was 48 percent con- 
tained. 

Gov. Pete Wilson declared a state of 
emergency in San Diego, Orange and 
Los Angeles counties. A letter was 
faxed to President Clinton asking for 
a federal declaration, said Wilson 
spokesman Ron Low. Such designa- 
tions enable residents and victims to 


qualify for local and federal aid. 

Near Malibu’s celebrity-laden shore, 
11 water-dropping aircraft made 
repeated sorties over hot spots. Two 
Channel Islands California Air 
National Guard C-130 aircraft, each 
dumping 27,000 pounds of fire retar- 
dant, were also activated. 

Actress Shirley MacLaine quipped 
that defending her home was routine 
in disaster-prone Malibu. “I do think 
they ought to change the area code, 
though, and make it 911,” she said. 


Flames made repeated runs at the - 


Latigo Canyon home of rocker Axl 
Rose, but firefighters saved the home. 

Other wildfires included: 

— A 9,000-acre southern San Diego 
County blaze in the Otay Mountain 
area at the U.S.-Mexico border. No 
structures were threatened, said 
Bobbie Cassidy, spokeswoman for the 
U.S. Customs Service. 

— A 1,800-acre blaze on the Rincon 
Indian Reservation in northern San 
Diego County. Six structures were 
destroyed, but it wasn’t known if they

ment was expected by 6 p.m. 

— Flames that hop-scotched 
through the exclusive Lemon Heights 
section of Orange County on Monday, 
destroying and damaging 29 homes 
within a 2-square-mile area.

Intermountain Health Care has 
opened a new family practice center 
with a three-year residency program 
that focuses on training their doctors 
for work in rural communities. 

“Tf you can work in a rural commu- 
nity, then you can work anywhere 
because the rural community is the 
hardest,” said Dr. Steve Berry, a 
first-year resident at the practice 
center. 

One of the benefits of the new pro- 
gram is its location. A shortage of 
doctors exists in Utah County, espe- 
cially in the surrounding rural areas. 
Sixty percent of the practicing doctors 


in this area are not accepting any’ 


more new patients. 

Dr. Jack Cox, director of the new 
center, said that most doctors, after 
finishing their residency, will stay 
within 150 miles of their training. 
Although the doctors at the center are 
not committed to stay within the area, 
IHC hopes that the exposure will per- 
suade residents to work in rural areas 
where they are needed most. 

During the second and third year, a 
resident is required to spend one 
month in a rural area such as Ephraim 
or Moab.

crimes,” according to “A Study of 

Abuse and Neglect in the Homes of 

Serious Juvenile Offenders.” 

Funds from the grant will help 
develop policies and services 
designed to promote the early identifi- 
cation and prevention of domestic 
violence and child victimization. 
Other program goals include increas- 
ing victims’ safety and access to treat- 
ment and counseling, enhancing 
investigation and prosecution of 
domestic violence and child abuse 
cases. 

A seven-year study of juvenile 
arrests, conducted in Provo, shows 
that arrests increased 44 percent. Of 
those arrests, assault crimes increased 
265 percent. 

Karen Mayne thought Provo was 
awarded the grant not because of the 
amount of violence in Provo, but 
because of the program’s uniqueness. 

“They were looking for unique pro- 
jects with a well-thought-through pro- 
gram that could possibly be models or 
standards for other cities to follow. 
There are other victim assistant pro- 
grams, but this one focuses right on 
the children,” she said. 

“Tt will have the same guidelines as 
the Adult Victim Assistant Program. 
The procedure will begin the same; 
with a victim assistant identifying the 
needs of the victim, but the needs for 
child victims will be addressed differ- 
ently,” Mayne said. 

The program will aid child victims 
of crime and children who witness 
violent crime in their homes. It will 
address the medical, physical, emo- 
tional, social, therapeutic, financial 
and educational needs of children, 
Mayne said. 

“A masters of social work therapist 
will have weekly sessions with the 
children in order to determine the 
child’s specific needs. There will be 
group therapy for the parents and the 
children,” Mayne said. “Agencies in 
the community will also assist us in 
the services we provide to the chil- 
dren.”

The 
center focuses on taking care of the 
whole family, keeping updated on 
new medical knowledge and being 
ambulatory oriented. 

Anderson said that the center is pre- 
pared to take care of an individual 
from the “womb to the tomb.” 


The center is staffed with family 
practitioners and doctors who are 
skilled in all areas. of family medi- 
cine. The doctors and the facility can 
handle anything from prenatal care 
to cervical and colon cancer screen- 
ings. 

The center is also focused on keep- 
ing their doctors updated on the latest 
medical knowledge. 

Berry said that the amount of infor- 
mation in the medical field doubles 
every seven years, so it is important 
that they remain current on the new 
information: 

To remain informéd, they have a 
specialist from the community come 
in for one hour every day. The spe- 
cialist teaches the residents and doc- 
tors about new procedures and 


reviews the old ones. . 

All doctors at the center are required 
to be recertified every six years by 
taking the medical board exam. 

By keeping their patients out of the 
hospital as much as they can, the cen- 
ter is “ambulatory oriented.” The cen- 
ter’s doctors are able to treat 90 per- 
cent of the patients without the aid of 
a specialist. 

Family practitioners are not special- 
ized doctors, but they are good spring- 
boards and can send patients in the 
right direction if more care is needed. 

The center is on the Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center property and 
has access to all the hospital facilities. 
The center is one of the most techni- 
cally-based residency programs 
around. 
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Clinton urges NATO expansion in Central Europe

DETROIT — President Clinton urged U.S. allies 
Tuesday to admit a first group of former Soviet- 
dominated nations into NATO by 1999, promising 
defense against outside aggressors. 
Republican rival Bob Dole said 
Clinton was moving too slowly. 

Two weeks before the election, the 
president raised his voice on a for- 
eign policy issue of deep interest to 
Midwestern voters with family ties 
to Eastern Europe. The seats of 
Fisher Theater were filled to the top 
balcony by supporters cheering, 
“Four more years.” 

Differences between Clinton and Dole on expand- 
ing NATO are actually relatively slight, with Dole 
urging that Poland, Hungary and the Czech 
Republic be added by 1998. The president did not 
specify which nations should be at the head of the 
line for admission. 

“He’s been dragging his feet since 1993.” Dole 
said. “We think it’s time for the foot dragging to 
stop.” 

Clinton said he has led the way for NATO enlarge- 

ent, raising the idea at a NATO summit in 1994. 

The year 1999, he said, would mark NATO’s 50th 
anniversary and the 10th anniversary of the fall of 
the Berlin Wall.

Referring to Russia, Clinton said, “No country 
outside of NATO will have a veto” on new mem- 
bers.

“By 
reducing rivalry and fear, by strengthening peace 
and cooperation, NATO will promote greater stabil- 
ity in Europe — and Russia will be among the ben- 
eficiaries.” 

Dole said, “The cries of extreme Russian national- 
ists to the contrary notwithstanding, NATO’s mis- 
sion is peace. The framework of peace must include 
assurances to the Baltic states and the Ukraine. This 
is particularly important given the ongoing instabili- 
ty in Russia.”

he E-FOIA was needed because 
ederal agencies did not think the 
riginal FOIA was clear in its regula- 
bn of electronic communication, 
Hid Molly Leahy, legislative counsel 
or the Newspaper Association of 
hmerica. 

Some agencies had been unrespon- 
ve to requests for records in electric 
ptm,” said Sen. Patrick J. Leahy, D- 
't., sponsor of the Senate’s version of 
e bill. 

The enactment of E-FOIA sent a 
ear message to federal agencies that 


information must be available in all 
forms, said John Sturm, NAA presi- 
dent and CEO. 

The act also addressed systematic 
delays in the FOIA request process. 
“There have often been time-consum- 
ing and needless delays in processing 
FOIA requests,” Molly said. 

The federal government handles 
around 600,000 requests a year, tak- 
ing up to four years to fulfill FBI 
requests. 

Although the time allowed for feder- 
al agencies to consider requests was 
increased from 10 to 20 days, the act 
also implemented a multi-track proce- 
dure to speed up simpler requests. 

The E-FOIJA also allows processing 
to be expedited for media requests of 
“compelling need,” or if speed is 
needed to ensure life or safety. 

The act states that the “compelling 
need” clause is enacted for someone 
“primarily engaged in disseminating 
information,” who has an “urgency to 
inform the public concerning actual or 
alleged federal government activity.” 

This benefits the media and public 
alike, allowing newspapers and other 
forms of media to keep the public 
informed, Sen. Leahy said. 

“Tt is a step in the right direction,” 
Molly said. “It’s definitely a positive. 
It took four years to pass, and we are 
very happy.”

European leaders have urged that NATO’s future 
be kept out of American politics. German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl said earlier this year that 
the issue should be put off until after the presiden- 
tial election. 

A decision to set a specific date for expanding 
NATO is not Clinton’s to make alone. It will be 
determined by a consensus of NATO leaders, 
although the position of America, as the only 
remaining military superpower, will carry the most 
weight. 

In December, NATO will hold a meeting at the 
foreign minister level to launch a process of evalu- 
ating potential new members and examining timeta- 
bles for expansion.

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Sowell: forgiving others 
allows divine forgiveness

Offering forgiveness to those who 
have trespassed against us is an 
important part of receiving divine 

‘forgiveness of our own sins, 
Madison U. Sowell said in 
Tuesday’s Devotional. 

Chair of the French and Italian 
Department since 1989, Sowell 
encouraged students and faculty to 
be slow to judge one another, to for- 
get grudges and to put behind them 
past offenses. 

Using original stories from faculty 
members and other historical fig- 
ures, Sowell illustrated how people 
were able to move on from poten- 
tially scarring situations, enabling 
them to achieve greater levels of ‘ser- 
vice. 

Quoting one such faculty member, 
Sowell said, “Forgiveness brings 
,true and genuine freedom often to 

_the forgiven, but always and without 
exception to the forgiver.” 
There are two types of forgiveness, 
Sowell said. One is the forgiveness 
we are commanded by God to give 
to everyone. The second is the for- 
giveness that the Lord extends once 
the repentance, process has been 
‘completed. 

““In the end, we must arrive at the 
point where we can pray sincerely 
that the offender will repent, for our 
forgiveness does not ensure the 
Lord’s forgiveness,” Sowell said. 

“Forgiveness on the part of the 
‘offended blesses the life of the 
offender and greatly assists the heal- 
ing process, but it must never be 
taken as the resolution to a trans- 
gression which has not been given 
the proper steps of repentance,” said 
Sowell, quoting Elder Richard G. 
Scott. 

Sowell also commented on the 
musical number, “Lord, I Would 

| Follow Thee,” sung by two descen- 
|. dants of Bishop Jacob Foutz. 

Foutz was one of the few survivors

of the Haun’s Mill Massacre in 
1838. The hymn “honors the memo- 
ry of their progenitors and all the 
pioneers who forgave their persecu- 
tors and moved on, geographically 
and spiritually, to establish a new 
life in Zion,’ Sowell said. 

Wounded, Foutz and his brother 
survived the initial massacre by 
pulling bodies over themselves and 
pretending to be dead. 

“Though physically scarred for 
life, Jacob did survive, and what is 
most important, he thrived spiritual- 
ly,” Sowell said. 

Sowell told the story of a BYU 
faculty member who lost his wife 
and 18-month-old daughter in an 
auto accident caused by a drunken 
driver. The driver, though still intox- 
icated, sought him out to ask for- 
giveness. 

The faculty member, later called as 
a bishop, recognized that had he not 
forgiven the drunken man, he would 
not have been able-to serve effec- 
tively in his calling. 

“How could (the bishop) speak on 
behalf of the Lord’s church and bear 
testimony to penitent ward members 
that they were forgiven, if he him- 
self had never been willing to for- 
give?” Sowell asked.

A strange mix of ill-dressed and

Serena Warner, a BYU alumna and 
community. member who won the 
elite women’s division said, “It was 
just a matter of survival with the 
cold.” And survive she did, complet- 
ing the one-mile swim, 25-mile bike 
and 6.2-mile run in less than three 
hours. 

Led by Warner, the elite women’s 
division top finishers were BYU stu- 
dents Anji Porter, Lara Egan, Leann 
Wilson and Kimberly Flinders. The 
men’s elite ranks were also filled by 
BYU triathletes: David Ference won 
with a time of 2:12, followed by Steve 
Smith, Gordon Stock, David Leigh, 
Todd Llynn and Bryant Christensen. 

Some racers dropped out of the 
competition with mild frostbite and 
hypothermia. Almost half of the elite 
women entries didn’t finish the race 
due to the cold. Being wet from 
swimming, combined with the weath- 
er was too much for some.

Wells, Adam Fennimore, Mark 

Wuthrich and Gary Clark. The 
women’s sprint-distance winners were 
Tany Thomas with a time of 1:29, 
Kristi Gulbrandsen, Jeana Bangeder, 
Kjersten McNamara and Twila 
Newey.

Charges of FBI cover-up may result 
from official’s ‘apparent plea bargain’

WASHINGTON — A former FBI 
headquarters manager was accused 
Tuesday of obstructing justice by 
destroying all traces of an internal cri- 
tique of the bureau’s deadly 1992 
siege at Ruby Ridge, Idaho. 

The apparent plea bargain with E. 
Michael Kahoe might lead to cover- 
up charges against some of the four 
other suspended FBI officials who 
remain under investigation for their 
role in shootings at the remote cabin 
of white separatist Randy Weaver. 
These include former Deputy Director 
Larry Potts, who supervised the case 
from headquarters. 

A one-count felony information was 
filed by federal prosecutors here 
against Kahoe, who headed the FBI's 
violent crimes section at the time of 
the standoff. The charge carries a top 
penalty of 10 years in prison and a 
$250,000 fine. 

The filing of a criminal information 
rather than a grand jury indictment 
usually means the defendant has 
agreed to plead guilty and cooperate 
with investigators. A Justice 

Department official, requesting 
anonymity, could not offer any reason

During the FBI’s August 1992 

standoff with Weaver, a bureau sniper 
shot and killed Weaver’s wife, Vicki, 
and wounded Weaver and a friend, 
Kevin L. Harris.The FBI got involved 
after Weaver’s son, Samuel, and a 
deputy U.S. marshal, William F. 
Degan, were killed in gunfire Aug. 21 
as marshals scouted for a way to 
arrest the elder Weaver for failing to 
appear in court on gun-sale charges. 

“The government needs to prosecute 
those who issued the rules of engage- 
ment that resulted in the death of 
these people,” said Weaver’s lawyer, 
Gerry Spence. “The federal govern- 
ment is good at diverting our attention 
away from the real case” and toward a 
cover-up case. 

The government charged that between 
January and April 1993, Kahoe 
destroyed a written FBI “after action 
critique” so that it would not be avail- 
able to prosecutors when Weaver and 
Harris were tried on charges of killing 
Degan. They were later acquitted. 

The Constitution requires prosecu- 
tors to give the defense any govern- 
ment information that might help

The government charged that Kahoe 
not only destroyed his copies of the 
report but ordered an unidentified 
subordinate at FBI headquarters “to 
destroy all copies of the Ruby Ridge 
after action critique and to make it 
appear as if the Ruby Ridge after 
action critique never existed.” 

A key issue is who approved the 
controversial “shoot on sight” policy 
for snipers at the siege. Potts and the 
FBI’s field commander at Ruby 
Ridge, Eugene Glenn, have disagreed 
under oath over whether Potts 
approved it. Glenn claimed Potts 
ordered that agents “could and 
should” shoot to kill any armed adult 
male spotted in the open, but Potts 
denied saying “should.” 

Later, FBI Director Louis Freeh — 
who took office a year after the shoot- 
ings — concluded the FBI sniper was 
not following this order. But he never- 
theless revised FBI weapons policies 
to preclude shooting except where 
necessary to prevent harm or injury.

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Study says consumers. 
win in scanning errors

WASHINGTON — Computer scan- 
ners at grocery, department store and 
drugstore checkout counters ring up 
the wrong price about 5 percent of the 
time, say federal inspectors who 
fanned out to check stores nation- 
wide. 

But when errors occur, shoppers 
usually come out on top, the Federal 
Trade Commission study released 
Tuesday indicated. 

Grocery stores, which pioneered 
scanners more than two decades ago, 
had the most accurate scanners, the 
study found. Department stores had 
the highest rate of error. 

Researchers found the most prob- 
lems with the hundreds of items on 
sale in stores because of frequent 
price changes. 

Although the FTC called the mis- 
take rate surprisingly low, area shop- 
pers said scanners should not make 
any errors. 

“I don’t think it’s done on purpose,” 
said Laurie Savage, of Hyattsville, 
Md. “But I don’t believe the comput- 
ers are always up to date compared to 
the price on the shelf — and they 
should be.” 

Sheila Green, of Lanham, Md., said 
she could believe the study’s finding 
that consumers are undercharged 
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more often than they are overcharged, 
“But that’s no comfort when you get 
home and find you’re the victim of a 
mistake.” 

Jodie Bernstein, director of thé 
FTC’s Bureau of Consumet 
Protection, said the study was “good 
news and should reassure uneasy con: 
sumers that they are not being sys: 
tematically cheated.” 

The study showed that department 
stores had the highest error rate at 
9.15 percent. The average overcharge 
was $7.52 and the average under 
charge was $5.29, but there were 
more undercharges than overcharges. i 

In grocery stores, with cheaper 
goods on sale, the error rate was 3.47 
percent, with the average overcharge 
at 53 cents and the average under 
charge at 72 cents. 5 

The study suggests that scanner 
errors are more likely to result from 
inattentiveness or carelessness rather 
than on purpose. ar 

Over a year and a half, FTG 
researchers made 17,000 purchases of 
randomly selected items at 294 store$ 
in seven states Florida,

Orem man guilty of aie 
sentenced to 5-years-to-life

SALT LAKE CITY — A 36-year- 
old Orem man, convicted of first- 
degree felony murder and third-degree 
felony attempted robbery, has 
received a 5-years-to-life prison sen- 
tence. 

A jury convicted Robert E. 
Dillenbeck in the 1995 death of 
Fernando Olivas, who was thrown 
from a car during a drug deal near 
Pioneer Park. 

Defense attorney Bel-Ami de 
Montreux on Monday argued that a 
five-years-to-life sentence is a “hard- 
ship” given the facts of the case. 

“The evidence in this case is simply 
insufficient,’ de Montreux said, ask- 
ing 3rd District Judge Glenn K. 
Iwasaki to either order a new trial or 
reduce his client’s conviction to sec- 
ond-degree felony manslaughter. 

But Iwasaki said that the jurors had 
the option of convicting Dillenbeck of 


a lesser charge. 

“A life was taken in this case,” the 
judge said. “I can’t ignore that, and I 
can’t ignore the decision of the jury.” 

The judge ordered Dillenbeck to go 
to prison immediately. Iwasaki also 
ordered Dillenbeck to pay nearly 
$1,300 for Olivas’s burial and $1,000 
for his public defender. 

Dillenbeck’s criminal record began 
23 years ago and includes a burglary 
conviction. 

He also was arrested for possession 
of heroin while awaiting his murder 
trial, Iwasaki said. 

Prosecutors said after attempting to 
retrieve cocaine, Olivas was assaulted 
by Dillenbeck and thrown from his 
car, which was traveling at between 
10 and 20 mph. Olivas died at the 
scene. 

Dillenbeck, who claimed Olivas was 
“violent and irrational” when he stuck 
his head into the car, said he acted in 
self-defense. 


Government must recall Nevada’s nuclear waste

WASHINGTON — The Clinton 
administration will not challenge a 
court order requiring that it dispose of 
tons of used nuclear fuel now kept at 
civilian reactors in 31 states, the 
Department of Energy said Thursday. 

A federal appeals court earlier this 
year ordered the DOE to begin accept- 
ing nearly 30,000 tons of spent fuel 
by early 1998, although the govern- 
ment has no place to store the materi- 
al. 

“The department is reviewing its 
options as to what further steps may 
be taken,” the DOE said in a state- 
ment. It said it had no plans to appeal 
the court decision to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

The ruling by a three-judge panel of 
the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals last 
July was in response to a lawsuit by 
nuclear plant operators and state regu- 


latory agencies. 

The court ordered the government to 
accept the civilian spent fuel by 
January 1998, even though a perma- 
nent storage facility for highly 
radioactive nuclear wastes won’t be 
available until 2010 at the earliest. 

It was unclear how the department ° 
intended to comply with the court 
directive since a decision on the suit- 
ability of the proposed site at Yucca 
Mountain in Nevada will not even be 
made until 1998. 

It has been suggested by some mem- 
bers of Congress, including Sen. 
Frank Murkowski, R-Alaska, chair- 
man of the Senate Energy Committee, 
that federal facilities such as the 
Savannah nuclear weapons site-in 
South Carolina or the Hanford site in 
Washington state might be used for 
temporary storage. 

But one senior official said Tuesday 
no such decision has been made. 


“We're not prepared to put it on feder- 
al reservations at this moment,” said 
the official. 

The disposal of spent nuclear fuel 
building up at more than 100: nuclear 
reactors across the country is expected 
to become one of the key environmen- 
tal issues in the next Congress. 

The nuclear industry has been clam- 
oring for government relief, arguing 
that the industry was promised years 
ago that the Energy Department 
would take over disposal of the 
wastes, which remain radioactive for 
hundreds of years. 

Spent civilian nuclear fuel is kept in 
water storage pools at reactor sites, or 
in a small number of cases in dry 
casks kept above ground. The industry 
argued in its lawsuit that it is running 
out of local storage space and already 
is contributing millions of dollars into 
a special fund that is supposed to pay 
for building a centralized storage 


General Motors may end 3-week strike

TORONTO — After days of 
marathon bargaining, the Canadian 
Auto Workers 
and General 
Motors reached 
a tentative 
agreement 
Tuesday to end 
a three-week 
strike that has idled more than 46,000 
workers across North America. 

The union plans to hold ratification 
votes Wednesday and strikers could 
be back at work by week’s end. 

The strike by 26,300 Canadian 
workers has shut down all General 
Motors operations in Canada. GM 
announced new strike-related layoffs 
today in the United States and 
Mexico, raising the number of affect- 
ed workers in those countries to 
19,931. 

CAW President Buzz Hargrove, 
who led the union bargaining team, 
hailed the settlement as a major stride 
for workers. 

“It was the first major challenge to 
the total and complete right of man- 
agement to do as it saw fit” on issues 
like outsourcing, he said, referring to 
the practice of farming out work on 
auto parts to less costly independent 
suppliers. 

“T am absolutely elated,’ Hargrove 
said. “I do not believe this in any way 
inhibits General Motors’ ability to 
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continue to build quality cars and 
trucks. ... But we’re going to continue 
to fight for our rights.” 

Hargrove said the agreement largely

followed the pattern of a pact signed 
earlier with Chrysler Canada in which 
the company agreed on limits to out- 
sourcing. He said GM, during the 
talks, reversed decisions to “out- 
source” 1,800 union jobs in Canada. 

GM agreed to some limitations after 
winning the union’s acknowledge- 
ment that GM’s competitive needs 
differed from Chrysler’s. 

Dean Munger, GM Canada’s chief 
negotiator, called the tentative deal a 
good one for the car maker, which 
had pushed hard for cost-cutting pro- 
visions in a new contract. 

“This is a good agreement, and it 
fits our business needs,” Munger said. 

Hargrove said the union would go 
along with Chrysler’s plans to phase 
out or sell parts plants in Windsor and 


Oshawa, Ontario, but bargained for 
financial protection for the 3,500 
workers. 

Workers at the plants who want to 
leave would be 
offered a buyout 
of roughly 
$31,000 U.S. in 
addition to any 
regular pension 
benefits they 
were due, he said. 

Regarding wages, Hargrove said 
workers would receive an increase of 
roughly 10 percent over the three-year 
life of the contract, including cost-of- 
living allowances.
